THE RESULT. 

The election Tuesday again iliustrated the fact 
of the insufficient number of voting-places in 
Chicago, and the mcompetency of the judges, 
the returns not being received until yesterday, 
and then not in full in the minor offices. Stated 
in brief, the result is the election of Opposition 
candidates for Sheriff and Coroner—Agnew and 
Dietzsch, the latter by the largest majority ; of 
four Opposition County Commissioners—Hol- 
den, McCaffrey, Schmidt, and Carroll, and two 
Republicans—Beach and Corkey; of three Op- 
position Congressmen—Caulfield by 561 maj.; 
Harrison by 8, and LeMoyne by 29; of three 
Opposition State Senators and ten Represent- 
atives, to one Republican Senator and eleven 
Representatives. The county gives the Oppo- 
sition candidates on the State ticket a decided 
majority. The necessary returns are given 
below.

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It 1s extremely difficult to estimate the result 
of the vote on the State ticket in Illinois. But, 
if we may judge from the probable majorities on 
Congressmen elected, the vote shows an Oppo- 
sition majority of 25,000 in the State, though 
Mr. Ridgway, the Republican candidate for State 
Treasurer, is probably elected. This is owmeg 
to a division of the Opposition vote between 
Carroll and Gore. The aggregate majorities of 
the Opposition Congressional candidates elected 
iu the State seems to be about 21,500, and those 
of the Republican Congressmen about 8,500, 
which would leave an Opposition majority of 
12.000 in the State. To this should be added 
about 13,000 majority which was thrown away 
on Sam Marshall, Rolla B. Henry, and John B 
Turner. i{t is not impossible, therefore, that Mr. 
Etter may be elected by 25,000 majority. 


The local returns which we print this morning 
indicate with tolerable certainty that Messrs. 
Cailield, Harrison, and LeMoyne, the Opposi- 
tion candidates for Congress, are all elected. 
This is the very reverse of the aspect presented 
by the incomplete returns of yesterday morning. 
Mr. Cautfield’s success is assured, and the re- 
turns show his majority to be 561. In the cases 
of LeMoyne and Harrison, the vote is so 
close that the result cannot be defiuvitely 
known until the official announcement. Assum- 
ing Mr. Farwell’s majority in Lake County 
to be 47, as it is reported, the returns show a 
majority of 29 for Mr. Le Moyne. The vote on 
the West Side shows that Mr. Harrison has a 
majority of 8. Where the vote is so close, the 
ehance of error in computing it is very large, 
and it will be necessary to await the announce- 
ment of the official vote. The Chicago districts 
have followed the carrent of the State, though 
running far behind the Opposition vote for the 
county ticket. The present Llinois delegation 
stands 14 Republicans to 5 Democrats. Assum- 
ing Mesers. LeMoyne and Harrison to be electe4, 
tne new delegation will stand 13 Opposition (in- 
cluding 3 Independents) to 6 Repubhcans.

The absence of Butler, Ellis H. Rob- 
erte, William Walter Phelps, Negley, Judge 
Hoar, Dawes, Hooper, Gooch, Ward, Farwell, 
McNulta, Marshali, Cobb, Stanard, ex-Gov. 
Ward, Lyman K. Bass, Gunckel, Parsons, 
and Poland will be felt and, on the 
whole, enjoyed. Phelps, of New Jersey, 
can be ill-spared, Roberts ig as good a 
Congressman as the average, Judge Hoar isa 
virtuous and sagacious statesman, yet these and 
all the others are a small sacrifice to the Moloch 
of Butlerism, if by this means it shall become 
hateful to the American people. New men who 
are expected to make a mark in the House 
are Gen. Banks and Julius H. Seelye, of 
Massachusetts; J. Proctor Knott, of Ken- 
tucky ; ex-Gov. Philip F. Thomas, of Maryland ; 
Gen. Williams, of Detroit; Allen Potter, of 
Kalamazoo ; Simeon B. Chittenden, of Brooklyn ; 
Winthrop W. Ketchum, of Wilkesbarre; John 
H. Reagan, of Texas, one of Jefferson Davis’ 
Cabinet; James W. Throckmorton, of Texas: 
Gilbert C. Walker, of Virginia; and Michael OC. 
Kerr, of Indiana, probably the next Speaker of 
the House. 

The new Congress will be divided politically as 
follows: 


Seventeen members of the House will be 
elected next year, none of whom are reckoned in 
the above tabie. 


There is published in San Francisco a weekly 
paper known as the News-Letter, which seeks a 
monopoly of the business of traducing respecta- 
ble women. The readiness with which # will 
pubiish a libel on a woman was recently illus- 
trated, and, as the case involved @ statesman of 
great recent prominence, the circumstances will 
be of increased interest. Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada, has been in receipt of anonymous letters 
assailing the reputation of Miss Georgiana Sul- 
livan, his fiancee. Fora long time the Senator 
paid no attention to these dirty slanders, but his 
attention was called to a coarse squib upon the 
young lady’s father, Mr. Sullivan, in the Wevws- 
Letter. Mr. Sullivan, accompanied by Senator 
Jones, visited the office aod told Mr. Marriott, 
the editor of the paper, that he was held 
personally responsible for the paragraph. 
Mr. Marriott replied that the society 
pews, written m imitation of the “ Watks 
Among the Churches” of the Chicago Times, 
was sent by mail. A plan was formed to detect 
the contributor of this exquisite gossip, and he 
was caught in the act of dropping a letter into 
the box at the Post-Office. addressed to the Veuws- 
Letier. It was found to be a young society man, 
and @ well-ktiown lawyer. An order was obtaia- 


oa by Mr. Silllivan from Mr. Marriett far pos 


session of the letter, and it was found to contain 
& very Obscene and scurrilous attack upon Mr. 
Suilivan, his daughter, sod her sffianced hus- 
band, the Senator from Nevada. The hand- 
writing was identified as that of a sister of the 
young man who mailed the letter, and, further- 
more, as that of the anonymous letters received 
by Senator Jones. .The dastardly author was a 
rejected suitor of Mies Sullivan, She has not 
been the only iady, for it is stated that the man 
has for some time been engaged in the business 
of writing up “Society News” for the News- 
Letter, and anonymous letters to young couples 
engaged te be married, and to husbands and 
wives. 


The November elections are the heavy rain- 
storm which the October gust presaged and fore- 
shadowed. Both together ase merely a post- 
ponement of what would have happened im 1872 
but for the misfortune of the Opposition in hav- 
ing a candidate whose eccentricities alarmed the 
business men of the country. With either 
Adams, or Davis, or Trumbull, as a eandidate for 
the Presidency, the same kind of a thunder-gust 
which swept over the political field last Tuesday 
would have been felt two years sooner. The people 
did not vote for Grant in 1872 so much as they 
voted against Greeley. Having voted against 
Greeley then, they have embraced the earliest 
opportunity to yote against Grant and Graptism 
now. What does it all signify ? 

To answer this question we must go back a 
few years. The Republican party has been mm 
full possession of the Government since the be- 
ginning of 1861. It has borne sway in Washing- 
ton and in most of the State Capitals during a 
period of fourteen years. In its early history, 
when it had a hard struggle to keep its head 
above water, it was a pure and uncorrupted or- 
ganization. The scoundrelly elements of society 
were vearly all allies and component parts of 
the Democracy. But as the Republican party 
became stronger it drew more and more of the 
vicious and unprincipled members of the com- 
munity mto ite ranks, and its own original ingre- 
dienta became tainted by the contact. In snort, 
the party leadership has become corrupt and 
rotten, not everywhere, but in the main. It has 
become so corrupt that a leading journal in 
Washington City—one supposed to reflect more 
nearly the views of the Administration than any 
other—has the effrontery to depounce al inves 
tigation into public abuses as party treason, 
and to stigmatize Dawes and Gariield, who have 
certainly not distinguished themselves to the 
same extent that Hercules did in the Augean 
stables, as imbeciles, cowarde, aod turn-coats. 
The Administration of Gen. Grant has been not 
only singularly stolid and indifferent to this ear- 
rupt tendency of the times, but bas been an ac- 
tive participant in it. The country has become 
convinced of this fact—was convinced of it two 
years ago, but could not them express its 
conviction, for the reason already stated. 
It hes found at last an epportunity 
to utter Ms emphatic malediction upon this 
loathsome state of public affairs. [t has com- 
bined into ome vast overwhelming sentence of 
condemuation its verdict upon Credit Mobilier, 
Salary-Grab, Sanborn Fraude, Syndicates, Boss 
Shepherd, Secor and Chorpenning, Oustom- 
House Blackmailing, Carpet-Baggery, and Third 
Term. There ie nothing more to be said om any 
of those subjects. 

The Republican party has reached ont for its 
leaders, taken them by the eollar, and kicked 
them down-stairs. Look at Massachusetts. It 
has been assumed by the Administration that 
the people of that State would endure anything. 
Consequently the power and patronage of the 
Federal Government have been handed over to 
Benjamin F. Butler, whose name has for years 
been a synonym for ill fame in politics. Civil- 
Service Reform has been strangled. The influ- 
ence of money has become a great and important 
factor in politics. Party terrorism has been em- 
ployed to crush honest differences of opinion. 
Rascals have been commissioned to coliect the 
public revenue on shares. Time would fail us to 
enumerate the pirticular grievances imposed 
upon the party in ‘hat State. for in Massacha- 
setts the Republican party is the people,—the 
Democracy eonstitu ting merely a scattering vote. 
The time having come to say what the people 
really think, they /iave elected a Democratic 
Governor and a majority of Democratic Con- 
gressmen in a State which had given as high as 
70,000 majority for th» Republica Sam 
Bowles’ time has eome! He has long been tell- 
ing us that “The earth was fewerous and did 
shake,” down East. Me was right in point of 
fact, though @ hittle out of his reckoning as to 
time. 

What will be the outcome of this tremendous 
victory of the Opposition? It is too early to 
make safe predictions. Two years ago, the Re- 
publicans achieved a similar victory, and it 
turned their heads. They fancied that nothing 
could disturb them in the possession and use of 
the power they enjoyed. They carried things 
with a high hand. They passed the Salary- 
Grab. They subjugated Louisiana by military 
violence, They defied public sentiment in every 
possible way. The President fancied that he 
had elected the party, instead of the party elect- 
ing him, and, acting upon this theory, he allow- 
ed a third-term scheme to be cooked by his kitch- 
en-cabinet. Everybody in public place had 
the “big-head.” All the worst elements 
of the party eame to the front. Con- 
scientious and thoughtful men were el- 
bowed to the rear or shoved upon the pave- 
ment. And the result is what we sec! 
Now the question is whether the tactics of the 
two parties will be reversed, as their situation 
is reversed. Willthe Republican party lash its 
dogs back into the kennel, and put its men in 
command once more? Will the worst elements 
of the Democracy now come to the front and 
take the lead? Will its Fernando Woods, Sam 
Randalls, Tom Fiorences, Yoorheeses, and El- 
dredges, not to mention the unsatisfied Rebei ele- 
ment of the South, lead it in the next Pres- 
idential campaign? If so, it has achieved a 
barren victory. The Republicans are still » ma- 
jority of the country, as they are of Massachu- 
setts, and they cam only be dislodged from the 
Executive branch of the Government by ex- 
treme folly on their own part, combined with ex- 
treme prudence on the part of their adversaries.

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NEEDED LEGISLATION. 

The people of this county have elected to rep- 
resent them in the State Legislature a very fair 
delegation. It includes several men experienced 
in legislation, who are also men of ability ; and, 
as a whole, it will compare favorably with any 
equally numerous body chosen at a popular eiec- 
tion by the votes of opposing parties. Mesers. 
Haines, Ingalls, Jackson, Bogue, Bradwell, and 
Hise are well known to the community generally, 
and Messrs. Dow, Waite, and Thompson, of the 
Senate, holding over, are also favorably known. 
Among the other members elect are several who 
have considerable legislative experience. The 
City of Chicago has much need of an able repre- 
sentation at this time in the Legislature. The 
condition of this city in several particulars calls 
for legislative remedy. The general act of in- 
corporation needs amendment ip some particu- 
lars to make it conform to the wants of a large 
city. These amendments need not impair the 
generai character of the law, put merely enlarge 
the scope of the law im particulars that relate 
exclusively to a large city. 

The county needs at this time an intelligent 
delegation at Springfield, which can be united to 
make an earnest appeal for a revision of the 
General Revenue law, and to place our system of 
taxation on a rational basis. If the members of 
the Legislature knew the way assessments are 
made im Chicago, they would need no other 
argument to convince them that the system of 
taxation by valuation can never be anything but 
a mockery and a fraud. Our Revenue law isa 
tissue of absurdities, devised under the insane 
idea that personal property has been, or can be, 
reached for taxable purposes by any mode of 
valuation. The law bristles with penalties and 
oatha, and provides for inquisitorial visitations 
and summary proceedings, all of which are dead 
letters on the statute-book. The fact is, that 
the proportion of the wealth of the State 
invested in personal property is steadily 
on the imorease, and yet the proportion of 
that property found by the Assessor and 
made to pay taxes annually diminishes. 
We have hopes that the members of the next 
Legislature from this county wil! give this im- 
portant subject their earaest attention, and that 
they may be abje to unite upon some plan of 
remedying the defects of the p.ieseni law and 
urge it upon the Legislature. 

Some legislation is also needed to carry out 
the constitutional intention to relieve this 
county of the township system, with ite whole 
dishonest and useless machinery. 

The city is also deeply interested in the further 
prosecation of the improvement of the Dlinois 
River by the construction of additional dams, 
having in view the ultimate steamboat naviga- 
tion of that river to the mouth of the Kankakee. 
An intelhigent and respectable delegation, like 
the one to be at Springfield from this count; 
next winter, can do much to promote this gieai 
work. 


LOST IN THE RUINS. 

The lessons of Tuesday are as suggestive 
from @ moral as from a political point of view. 
In the debris with which the tidal wave has 
strewn the country may be found two social 
issues, involving moral pomts, badly shattered 
and so disfigured that their best friends will 
hardly recognize them—Woman-Suffrage and 
Probibition. Pending the advemt of the regular 
political issues of the day, these two questions 
occupied a large share of the public attention, 
by the peculiar aggressiveness with which they 
were advocated and the reckless manner in 
which they were thrust upon the people upon 
the stump and in crusades. Woman-suffrage 
was incorporated into the new Constitution of 
Michigan, and, as the new Constitution was 
overwhelmingly defeated, of course woman- 
suffrage went under with it. It is stated, by 
way of consolation, we presume, that the suf- 
frage clause received a very complimentary vote. 
This, however, will not prove a source of conso- 
lation to the leaders of the movement, as 
compliments are the lest things in the 
world which they desire. The result is a 
severe blow to the movement, from the fact that 
if the people of Michigan refuse to have any- 
thing to do with it, there is little hope for it in 
the other States, which have not been so kindly 
disposed towards it. There are three sufficient 
reasons for ita defeat. First, the Beecher 
scandal, although woman-suffrage was not 
responsible for it, bas done much to sicken 
people of the whole movement. Although 
woman-suffrage had nothing to do with the 
relations of Beecher to Mrs. Tilton, yet i¢ was 
caught in bad company, and has suffered from 
the association, as a man may suffer for being 
in the company of thieves, although not guiliy 
of theft. Every one of the prominent actors in 
the scandal was a prominent representative and 
advocate of woman-suffrage, and the free-love 
proclivities, which were earried eut in this 
scandal, were the distinguishing features of one 
wing of the woman-suffragists. The public hes 
not had the time or the disposition to draw any 
lines of distinction, but have chosen to put the 
whole thing one side. Second, the cause was 
advocated upon the stump in Michigan in a very 
injudicious manner, and with so much of false 
assertion, reckless statement, and bad temper, 
that many of the newspapers which hed been 
favorable at the outset and were cordial advo- 
cates withdrew their support, and the people 
would not stay to listen. Third, the people 
never wanted it, as the vote shows very con- 
clusively, 

As woman-suffrage has been defeated in the 
only Btate im which it was a clear, straight issue, 
so prohibition also has received its coup de grace 
in Massachusetts, the only State in which it was 
a clear, straight iseue.. Its defeat is utter, 
crushing, and finel, and it deserved it. During 
the last two years pe attempt has been made to 
enforce it in the cities, and the operations 
of the State Constabulary have been eon- 
fined to the receipt of bribes from 
the liquor-sellers and the most outrageous 
practices of corruption. The law has only been 
used as a weapon of persecution, and used with 
cruel force m the small towns, both as an ag- 
greesion upon private righte and as a means of 
public robbery. When, therefore, the present 
Governor announced im his eampaign address 
that he would enforce still more rigidly this 
odious measure, it is mo wonder that the people 
arose em maase, and not only overthrew him, 
but every one else who was in any way sus- 
pected of favoring it, and madea clean sweep of 
prohibition. It is safe to predict that the at- 
tempt to legislate what a man shall drink will 
not be made again in Massachusetts for some 
time to come, and that this measure for the in- 
crease of drunkenness will not be enforced again 
for the benefit of whisky-sellers in the large

GOOD-BYE, BUTLER. 

‘I stayed,” said an Irishman, “ till they hinted 
tome to go.” “And how did they hint it?” 
“They kicked me down stairs.” Butler has 
been waiting for this Hibernian bint, and has 
got it. The best part of the Republican party 
has shown for some time its willingness to 
relieve him of the cares of office. Nevertheless 
he failed to go out. Now he has been put out, 
despite his and Mr. Dawes’ earnest efforts. In 
vaingdid he strive to fire the Essex heart with 
his stoic declamation: “‘ If the Rebels are so bad 
now, what would they not do if J were not in 
Congress?” In vain did Dawes assure his 
audiences that four million negroes went to bed 
every night im trembling expectation of being 
murdered before morning, and that their fu- 
ture welfare depended on the election of an an- 
broken Republican array from Massachusetts. 
The Essex District was weary of its demagogue. 
It repudiated him. The rebuke was the}keener, 
inasmuch as a straight Democratic candidate 
was the victor. Now there can be no doubt 
that the district wich gave Butler 6,144 ma- 
jority over Thompson in 1872, and which pow 
elects Thompson over Batler, is still Republican 
in sentiment. The Republican candidate was 
beaten by Republican votes. The warning 
should not be lost on the party. 

We arealittle sorry for B. F. B. Massachu- 
setts is ike a boy who suddenly discovers that 
he can whip his whilom tyrant. He generally 
keeps on/thrashing him for a good while. The 
Bay State will probably treat its ex-dictator in 
the same way. If he is nominated for any 
Federal office as a solace for his sorrow, the 
Senate, which rejected Caleb Cushing and At- 
torney-General Williams, may keep its hand in 
by keeping Butler out of place and power. At any 
rate, he will have a bard row to hoe in Congress 
next winter. Foster will be there to tilt at him, 
and Garfield will be there to burl back Butler’s 
biting retort, “ Vil de mortuis nis bonum” ; 
and,} worse than this, they will both be there to 
stay, while he—he will be there to pack 
up his traps and get ready to go. Perhaps 
Simmons will give hima place in the Boston 
Custom-House, or perbaps Sanborn may give 
him a profitable job as subordinate spy. The 
man who complained te him of the salary-grab 
and received a 3-cent stamp in reply as bis part 
of the steal may return the gift. 

The time for bis bravado has passed. The 
man who strutted around the Congressional cir- 
cus as 8 ring-master, cracking the partyJwhip 
and driving his colleagues before him, has near- 
ly played out his engagement. The theatre of 
his triumphs will open, next March, with a new 
actor from Essex. Butler fwit. 


HOW THEY VOTE IN NEW YORK. 

Students of élegtion returns must have no- 
ticed the clearnéis of the New York dispatches, 
their fullness, and the promptitude with which 
they are supplied to the outside press. It is 
often easier to find out just how an election 
1,000 miles east has gone than to get as accurate 
details of a similar contest at home. The factis 
explained by the difference in the methods of 
voting m vogue in New York and Chicago. In 
the former, the precincts are much smaller, so 
that the vote of each can be quickly canvassed. 
There are, moreover, separate ballot-boxes for 
each set of candidates. If National, State, city, 
county, and town officials are to be elected at 
the same time, their names are not, as 
with us, printed on one long, crowded, 
and eonfusing ticket. Each set has a sep- 
arate bailot and a separate box. The assorting 
is therefore done when the polis are closed. The 
judges of election do not have to struggle with 
scratched tickets innumerable. As each ballot 
contains only one or two names, there is very 
little scratching done. A voter hands in one 
ballot for a Republican Congressman and an- 
other for a Democratic county ticket without 
having to alter the printed forms and without 
imposing any additional burden on the canvass- 
ers. This plan almost entirely prevents the 
common dodge of printing a straight ticket with 
the name of one opposition candidate surrep- 
titiously inserted. The fraud is #0 easy of de- 
tection that it does not pay. There is no legal 
obstacle to our adopting this method. When 
the next election-time comes around, it would be 
well to try it. It is but common mercy to eandi- 
dates and constituents to relieve them from the 
pangs of unoertainty at the earliest possible 
moment. 

A TRADES-UNION OF WOMEN. 

The women engaged im the bookbinding trade 
in London have formed a Trades-Union. It is 
styled the Society of Women Employed in Book- 
binding. It proposes to give its members the 
ordinary advaniages of euch an organization 
and something besides. This latter is to consist 
of an employment agency, which will keep a 
record of the labor market for the benefit of the 
members. At present, the women, when out of 
work, often have to spend many days in travel- 
ing from shop to shop in search of a vacancy. 
Hereafter they will find out a the 
agency the statistics of each shop. [If 
the full plan is carried out, they will 
find there, too, board and lodging at cost, at 
least while they are out of employment. The 
Society will discourage strikes, which are now 
common in the bookbinding trade, and will try 
to arbitrate all disputes. The admission fee is 
24 cents, which may be paid at the rate of 6 
cents a week. There is also a weekly subscrip- 
tion of 4cents. Only “free” members, i. «¢., 
only those who have paid a year’s dues, ean be 
helped out of the funds. They are te got, in 
case of sickness, $1.20 a week for eight weeks 
in the vear. When sa member dies, her relatives 
will receive $10 to defray the funeral expenses. 

It remains #0 be seen how this eftempt at 
feminine organization will succeed. Will not 
the jealousy that is the bane of womankind 
show itself and rend the Society into factions, 
one of which thinks Mrs. Brown is the prettiest 
woman in the Union, while another prefers 
Miss Spriggins, and utters stage-asides on Mra. 
B.'s last-winter’s bonnet ? The sterner passions 
may be aroused. In case of a strike, will not the 
operatives who prefer slow to speedy starvation 
and so keep at work be assailed by striking vira- 
gos ? Will not their bonnets be mashed and their 
dreases torn ? Such results, on a more bruéai 
scale, generally follow the establishment of a 
Trades-Union of men. We trust the sisters may 
shun the sinsof the brethen and use the strength 


they will acquire by organisation wisely and |. 


well. 
We have given the details of this Society for 


the sake of showing American workingmen what 


| they eau do. When the seares iodustcial organi- 


zation known as the Sovereigns of Industry be- 
gan work in Chicago, it was announced that the 
seamstresses who joined the society would be 
arrayed into a sort of subordinate union, which 
would try to control the market and raise the 
acale of wages. We do not know how many poor 
women helped fill the pockets of the Grand-Past- 
High-Head-Cockalorums of the 8. of I, by pay- 
ing their fees on the strength of this announce- 
ment, bat we believe that the project has 
never been realized. The Ladies’ Industrial and 
Aid Association might now adopt the idea. A 
union of the women employed m any one trade 
in this city could exert a good influence, and one 
which admitted to its membership those of all 
trades would be so much the more powerful. 


THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

Darwinism has been made the subject of some 
curious deductions in France. M. Louia Langue, 
it will be remembered, contended that Nature's 
plan of producing a fine race was by the survival 
of the fittest, and that this should be applied to 
the human race, by compelling the doctors to 
stop giving medicines, and let the sick and 
weakly die, since they are not fit to survive. 
There is an alarming contingency, however, 
which M. Langue did not take into considera- 
tion, namely: that if the doctors stopped giving 
medicines, the weak and sickly might recover. 
August Fillemont, a friend of M. Langue, and a 
devoted adberent of absinthe, has given a new 
turn to the Darwinian deductions, by applying 
them to the use of alcohol, and has written an 
article upon the subject in the Revwe des Deux 
Mondes, called “Alcoholisme et Absinthisme,” 
in which he applies the doctrine of the survival 
of the fittest to driaking. He commences 
by showing that alcoholic stimulants have 
been in use from the.earliest dawn of crea- 
tion. Noah got drunk the moment he landed on 
Ararat, All the great men of antiquity got 
crunk, and boisterously drunk,—among them 
Alexander, Demetrins, Antony the Triumvir, 
Cesar, and others. The strongest nations of 
the earth have been the great drinkers, as the 
Normans, the Romans, the Anglo-Saxons, the 
Germans, and the Engtish, while the weakest 
have been the most abstemious, like the Hindoos 
and the Asiatics generaliv. Nothing great in 
literature or art was ever accomplished by a race 
of total abstainers, while the men who have 
been pre-eminent in these directions have been 
those who could hold alcohol without danger 
either to imtellect or physique. Assuming 
these points, M. Fiflemont then contends that 
drinking should be encouraged. The miserable 
bummers and poor, weak drinkers would soon 
die out and disappear from the earth, and only 
the fittest would survive. After a certain time 
this dominant race of Gambrinuses and Berserk- 
ers could alternate the superintendence of the 
effairs of the world with periodical Titanic 
drunks and colossal sprees which would realize 
the splendid carousal of Heine in the town-cellar 
of Bremen, when all the world got drunk, tipsy 
angels sat upon the eaves of the houses piaying 
their harps, and the drunken, red-nosed sun 
went whirling sround the tipsified, glorified 
world. The French philosopher's deductions 
from his Darwinian theme are unique, to say the 
least ; but, until the quality of liquor improves, 
there i# little danger that any of the present 
race of drinkers will survive, or help propagate 
his ideal race of the fittest drinkers. 


To those who have paid attention to the pub- 
lished accounta of the dieting of occupants of 
the Poor-House in this and other counties, the 
statement that, in an English institution, the 
Superintendent of a Work-House made tea by 
adding fourteen pints water, nearly two gallons, 
to one ounce of tea, and served up the mixture 
as the genuine article, will not be received with 
nuch astonishment. But such people, and 
everybody else, will learn with surprise that this 
tea was of s most satisfactory quality. The 
Board of Guardians sipped it in amazement; 
they begun to expect a repetition of 
@ miracle, or an expansion of victuals 
after the economical manner of the loaves and 
fishes. When they saw the Superintendent pour 
all that water into the tea they naturally regard- 
ed him as a proper person for the position, 
whose sole aim was to make a little go a great 
way. Buton tasting the beverage they were 
amazed. They asked him his secret. He re- 
plied by brewing a dose of tea with twice the 
amount of leaves and the same quantity of 
water. It was po better than the first brew. 
He then explained that by steaming the leaf he 
extracted double the strength obtained by scald- 
ing or boiling. Whether this economical Superin- 
tendent was quietly quizzing the guardians and 
playing a little legerdemain upon them, or 
whether he had made a discovery, is a matter for 
the thrifty housewife to decide by experiment.

The Bryant Burgiary — Arrest of 
Known Thieves on Suspicion of 
Stealing the Stamp Man’s Hvarded 
Geld. 

From the New York Heraid, Nov, 3. 

When the apartments of Luther Bryant, the 
old coin and postage-stamp operator, were rob- 
bed, ag he alleges, of some $70,000 in gold and 
other treasure, while he was locked up in the 
Tombs for buying stolen postage-stamps from 
he office boys of down-town firms, as published 
in the Herald some days since, no clew appeared 
pointing to the perpetrators of the robbery. The 
case was placed in the hands of Williamson and 
Riley, of the Central Office, to work 
up. The task seemed a hopeless one, 
but they went to work with a will. They 
soon after noticed Robert Murray, alias 
Bobby the Welshman, The latter’s picture is in 
the iogue’s Gallery. Eighteen years ago Bobby 
and Sharkey, the escaped murderer, were con- 
victed in the Special Sessions of pocket picking 
and sentenced to the Penitentiary for six 
months. The time when Murray came under 
the surveillance of the officers was jus: a day or 
two after the eommission of the Bryant robbery. 
He was then unusually flush of money, was 
drinking and spending freely. In his bar-room 
conversation he was heard occasionally to talk 
about the Bryant ‘‘ steal,” as he called it, and re- 
mark that the ‘**knucks had a good thing of it.” 
The detectives also noticed that George, alias 
Pat Reilly, another notorious thief, was constaat- 
ly m company with the Welshman. They 
are known w the police as “solid pals.” 
The tatter was also on the carouse 
and flung greenbacks around with a free 
band. It was further discovered at this juncture 
that Annie, the wife of Bobby the Welshman, 
had left the Boulevard, a saioon where she was 
employed, and mysteriously disappeared. The 
trouble now was to find out where the thieves 
lived. This was a difficulty, but the indefatiga- 
ble detectives did not flag nor fail until this was 
ascertained. On Friday last they piped Murray 
to No. 52 Stanton street, where they arrested him. 
On searching the premises they found an ivory- 
handled silk umbrella, a pawn-ticket for a re- 
volver, anda quantity of postage-stamps. 
these things were subsequently identified by the 
old man Bryant as a part of the property stolen 
from bim. Murray's wife was alsofarrested the 
same evening. On being taken to the Cen- 
tral Office, and without having beer told 
why she had been arrested, she voluntarily re- 
marked: **I know nothing about it, ofticers.”’ 
On last Saturday, Pat Reilly was arrested by the 
same detectives at No. 252 West Eighteenth 
street. In his possession there was also found a 
gentleman's umbrella, which Bryant identifies as 
his. Yesterday the three prisoners were taken 
before Justice Kasmire at the Tombs Police 
Court. The woman Annie, who is a good-look- 
ing person, was handsomely dressed in a brown 
sealskin sacque and silk dress. She is about 24 
years of age. Reilly and Bobby the Welshman 
are each about 30 years old, sharp and hardened- 
looking. 

Counsellor Schwab, who appeared on behalf 
of the prisoners, asked for the discharge of An- 
nie on the ground that. inasmuch as she wae the 
wite of Murray, and if concerned at all m the 
allered robbery was acting under ber busband’s 
coercion.

INTERNATIONAL LAW. 


Proceedings of the Asseciation for 
the Reform and Codification of the 
Law of Nations. 

Geneva (Oct. W) So of the New York 

eraid. 


The Association for the Reform and Codifica- 
tion of the Law of Nations hae closed its second 
annual conference, held at the Hotel de Ville, 
of this city, in the hall made historical by hav- 
ing witnessed the sittings of the Alabama Arbi- 
tration Commission. It was attended by dis- 
tinguished men from Italy, Spain, France, En- 
gland, Germany, Switzerland, Holland, Belgium, 
the United States, and even Japan. A definitive 
constitution of the Association was adopted, and 
officers were elected for the ensuing vear, the 
President being D. Dudley Field, of New 
York, aod the General Secretary, Dr. James 
B. Miles, of Boston. Count Selopis, of Turin, 
the President of the Alabama Commission, 
was elected honorary President. Two interna- 
tional secretaries were also appointed—Mr. H. 
©. Tucker, barrister, to reside in London, and 
Mr. Frederick Parry in Paris. The proceedings 
took place in Eagtish and Erench, though the 
former language predommated, e English- 
speaking members preseat outnumbering the 
others. The President, Mr. Field, from his 
acquaintance with both languages, was able to 
do that which was on pecessary—namely, 
to translate summarily from the one to the 
other for the enlightenment of the members 
required to vote on the various guestions. The 
determination of the time and place of meeting 
for the Conference of 1875 was left to the Coun- 
etl, it being generally understood that that of 
1876 wilt be held in the United States. 

Besides the discussion and adoption of a eon- 
stitution, the proceedings consisted for the most 
part of the reading of papers, many of them of 
great merit and value, against war and in favor 
of international arbitration, and on the subjects 
of uniformity among pations m money, bills of 
exchange, and negotiable securities, protection 
of intellectual property, rules of the sea, ete. 
Reports ov these topics will be made to the next 
Conferenee, by the Committees to which they 
were referred; but the most important move 
forward in the way of practical business was a 
direction to the Council to cut up into parts 
or sections, and to distribute to suitable eom- 
mittees, with a view to reports at the next Con- 
ference, the President’s masterly work of 
‘Draft Outlines of an International Code,” 
a translation of which in Italian has just 
been published at Naples, in a handsome 
octavo volume of 547 pages, by Prof. Pierantoni. 
The great and solid merit of this work is highly 
eulogized by the eminent jurists from different 
eountries which the past fortnight bas seen as- 
sembled at Geneva. After it shall have been 
thoroughly reviewed and sifted through the 
labors of ecemmittees, charged each with a par- 
ticular portion or topie, it will then have ac- 
quired a matured form, to which the serious at- 
tention of governments can be invited with 
higher authority than can attach to the work of 
any single individual jurist. A translation of 
Mr. Field’s work into French, also, is in prepera- 
tion in Paria, but it will be six or seven months 
before it can be completed for publication. I 
presume that # will also be issued in German. 
Mr. Field announces his intention to live to the 
age of Dr. Parr (which was, I believe, 154), if 
necessary, to see the eventual triumph of the 
cause into which he has thrown all his energy. 

The proceedings of the Conference wound up 
by a general meeting, to which the publie were 
invited. The announcement that Pere Hya- 
einthe was to speak filled to ite utmost capacity 
the enormous building of the Grande Salle de ie 

teformation. There were between 38,000 and 
4,000 persons present, nearly all comfortably 
seated. g I certainly never hetened to more mag- 
nificeut eloquerice than that of the famous 
orator. Other good speeches were also made— 
by Mr. Henry Riebard (a member of Parliament) 
for Fngland, Mr. Parry for France, Dr. Miles 
for the United States, and Senor Macourta for 
Spain. There was also a good speech in the 
soft and. low accents of the Japanese, of which 
a tiansiation into French was read immediately 
afier.

The Americans attending the Conference, be- 
sides the President and Genreal Secretary al- 
ready named, were Judge Peabody, of your Su- 
preme Court; Prof. Talcott, of Maine, and 
Mr. John L. O'Sullivan, formerly United States 
Minister to Portugal. Theattendance of Robert 
C. Winthrop was prevented by the state of health 
of amember of his family. Chief-Justice Daly, 
of your Common Pieas, was also present on the 
last day as a visitor, and responded very felicit- 
ously for his eountry to a toast at asumptuous 
banquet given yesterday afternoon tothe asso- 
ciation by one of its members, Mr. Gerstanberg, 
of London, the Chairman of the English Com- 
mittee of Foreign Bondholders. 

A prospectus of the Association is to be issued 
shortly by the Council, mviting the accession 
to its membership of ali suitable and proper 
persons interested im ite objects. It is not con- 
templated to limit them to jurists, but to give a 
broader and more populer character to the or- 
ganization by including numerous other classes 
of society. i wil send you a copy a6 soon as its 
form shall have been finally settled. 

The “ Institute of International Law,” which 
also held its second meeting the previous week 
in the same hall, is a distinct institution, though 
pursuing to a great extent the same general ob- 
ject, while most of its members are also mem- 
bers of the ‘‘ Association for the Reform and 
Codification of the Law of Nations.” The for- 
mer is a limited body of jurists exclusively, not 
more than fifty in number. its work is of a 
more exclusively seientific and techuical charac- 
ter than that of the Association. Mr. Field is a 
prominent member of both. 
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Louise Lateau, the Fasting Girl.

But to fight is the occupation of our lives, for do we 
not see written in the Scriptures, Miifia eat vita hom- 
inis super terram? This has been the case through 
many centuries, and will be so to the end of time, It 
is but too true that we have tt s- 
tain an inward combat Yee we must 
not only struggle with our inner nature, 
but also with external enemies, and this battle has be- 
come more necessary to-day than ever. [tis all the 
more essential now, when, by means of the rapidity of 
transit and communication, the whole world is trans- 
formed into ane battle-field. Two armies face each 
you form a part of the Catholic army; 
oO to you is the revolutinary army, 
which reckons many recruits, always ready 
to fight. Therefore must we be constantly prepared to 
resist its attacks and to repulse them, You have op- 
posite you the army of the revolution—that is to say, 
of impiety, inoredulity, and irreligion. This army, 
like that of the Catho is divided into several 
parts; or rather it resembles the weather which pre- 
cedes a storm, (At this moment a terrific tempest, 
which had been threatening all the morning. burst 
over the City of Rome, a circumstance which explains 
the allusion of the Pope.) We have first a period of 
gloom, followed by one of still greater obscurity, to 
which succeeds a moment of total darkness. These 
three degrees combine to form the tem That is 
just what happens in politics, First all you have 
those men who seem to cross their arms and remain 
aloof in a state of supreme indifference, but who, 
in the most infamous and perfidious manner, oc- 
cupy themselves by writing and disseminating the 
most pernicious principles. These men are ali the 
more dangerous because they appear inactive. 
Then eome those who seem to advance siep by 
step, and who each day commit a fresh act of impiety 
and usurpation ; they succeed in the long run in tak- 
ing possession of everything and destroying every- 
thing. Lastly, there is the completely black 
tion,—that which resembies the present tempest which 
has burst over our heads while I have been speaking. 
This inundates towns with blood, and spreads desola- 
tion, incendiarism, and death. These three colors 
form the revolution. 

And now I leave you to judge yourselves if it is not to 
the second color that certain well-known Governments 
belong. These do not forget to do evil, and each day 
seize opportunities to commit some fresh act of im- 
morality and impiety. Three days ago I received a 
letter asking me to give aid to a house of refuge for 
poor servant—girls, where, while they are out of ser- 
vice, they can find an asylum secure from the danger 
of the loss of the soul and reputation. Now, one of 
the chief reasons why this house » to be opened is be- 
cause the Government itself pretends to take an inter- 
est im these poor girls. And what interest, think 
you, t takes in them? It condemns them to a vile 
trate, by shutting them up in houses of prostitution. 
That is what the men of the second category I have in- 
dicated do. They work step by step, but not the lese 
surely for that, and their object is to overthrow 
honesty and morality, and to destroy religion itself, if 
that 1s possible. On our side we ought to do what iw 
in our power to fight these terrible enemies. We 
must mortify ourselves and eonfound impiety and 
prevent sacrilege. We must have confidence in God. 
They say that there is no God, Jon est Deus, dixit 
mneipiens tn corde suo (there is no God, says the fool 
in his heart) ; and, unfortunately, how many there are 
who act just as if there were, indeed, no God! But, 
as for you, openly assert that there is a God, and re- 
peat everywhere, both at home and abroad, that He 
exists, and that there always has been, and always will 
be, One who will punish the wicked who try pa- 
tience and that of His servanta. Have courage, there 
fore, for the reward will be reserved for those who do 
their duty, as happened to the man born blind, who 
was cured by the Savior, Our Lord Jesus Christ cali- 
ed him to Him, and after composing a certain materia! 
applied it to his eyes, and then told him to go and 
bathe in the poolof Siloe. He went and was eured. 
The Pharisees, who were full of jealousy, ealled the 
young man to them and asked him who effected 
bis cure. He answered frankiy, “ The man who is 
called Jesus took clay and applied it to my eyes, and 
then told me to go and bathe in the fount of Siloe, I 
went, I washed, and I see.” The Pharisees answered 
him, ** It is impossible, for that man is @ sinner, and 
a sinner cannot perform a miracle!”

Seven hundred pieces of bronze had to be pieced 
together again, and each plate was made good 
separately. Here a nose had to be rep! or 
a leg, or an entire figure.

The mode of conducting divine service in the 
Protestant Episcopal Chureh not only varies*in 
different parishes, but has Leen so 

STEADILY CHANGING AS A WHOLE, 

during the past seventy years, that, as rendered 
anywhere to-day, it would present very strange 
features to the worshiper of the last century. 
There have been five causes, both for this steady 
alteration that has been taking place, and for 
the present variations of use in different par- 
ishes. One of these causes is to be found in the 
remarkable growth And spread of High-Church 
principles since Bishop Hobart’s day, sixty years 
ago; in the subsequent growtb and spread of the 
Oxford views during the past thirty years; a 
in the consequent spread of Ritualism, or Cath- 
Olicity, in the last fifceen years. 

A second cause is doubtless to be found in the 
general advance everywhere in esthetical taste, 
which shows itself in improved architecture, in 
the decoration of parlors, of public balls, of 
the saloons of steamboats, and even in such lit- 
tle matters as advertising circulars, which are 
printed in polychrome, 

A third cause arises from the fact that the ser- 
vice, as an outward ceremonial, must take ite 
shape somewhat from the structure and arrange- 
ment of chancels, which, with the growth of 
High-Church views, have themselves been con- 
stantly varying in the past sixty years. 

A fourth cause is this: The Church isa living 
body. She has her customs, and, without defia- 
ing many of them, carries them along with her 
down through time. The consequence is, rubrics 
bave never in the past,or m apy form of 
the Church, been exhaustive in their directions ; 

NOR IS [fT PRACTICALLY POSSIBLE 

to make them so. It has never been necessary, 
for instance, to define by rubric that the verses 
of the Psaiter orthe Te Deum should be read 
alternately by minister and people, or sung gn- 
tiphonally by the cantori and decani sides of the 
choir. There is no rubric for the insertion of a 
hymn at morning services between the Gospel 
and the sermon. This custom arose for the pur- 
pose of filling up the interval while the clergyv- 
man was in tae vestry-room changing his sur- 
plice for the gown. Some churches therefore, 
nowadays, where the surplice is not changed, 
will be found msertiog the hymn, according to 
older custom, between the Epistie and the CGos- 
pel, instead of between the Gospel and the sermon, 
on the ground that tbe Gospel which announces 
the “good news,” and the Creed which for- 
mulates it, and the sermon which explains and 
enforces it practicaily, form a unit which should 
not be broken nupon byahymp. There are 
no directions, too, as to what saail be done be- 
fore and after the sermon at Evening Prayer, 
and as to what kind of a blessing sbail be given 
at the close. From the fact then, that ceriain 
customs, not specified by rubric, may fall into 
gradual decay in one century, and become slowly 
gathered up again at a subsequent period, varia- 
tions arise in the service. 

A fifth cause of steady alteration in the past 
half-century, and of contemporaneous variations 
now inthe rendering of the service, is to be 
found in the resolutions and 

ACTION OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 
For instance, a number of years ago the Conven- 
tion permitted the singing of selected passages 
in any service, provided they were taken either 
from the Bible or Prayer-Book. Hence, while in 
some churches an introit is sung before the Holy 
Communion, the Benedicius before the Conse- 
eration, the Nunc Dimittis after the Biessing, 
and the Iuvocativn of the Trivity is given before 
the sermon, in others they are not: each mode 
being equaliy authorized, and diversity being the 
resuit. The Convention also has again and 
in authorized the division of the services. 
ence it has followed that while, in many 
churebes, the Morning Prayer, Litany, and Com- 
munion, are still said altogether as one long 
service, in others they are separated aud said ai 
different hours. 

A owrief account of the main changes that 
have occurred in the last seventy years will not 
be without interest. if the reader goes back to 
1790, be will fond am almost invariable arrange- 
ment of chancels, and a corresponding render- 
ing of the service. He will find a structure, 
KnOWD @8 @ 

‘* THREE-DECKER,” 
either standing io aud filuug up the chancel, or 
stendipg without the chancel aad at the head of 
the centre aliey. his fabric consisted of three 
compartments, connected one over the other. 
The upper compartment was a lofty pulpit, with 
sounding-b over it. Belowand im front of 
this was a reading-desk, cousisiing of centre 
with two wiogs, Stili farther below, aad in 
front of the reading-desk, was an inclosure for 
the clerk of the parish. If the structure stood 
in the chancel, the Communion-table would 
stand on the floor; making the whoie 
instead of triplicate. if 
without the chancel, the 
table would occupy the chancel bebind, being 
hidden, to great extent, from the congregation 
by the lofty aad composite * Three-Decker.” 
The * Three-Decker”’ was aiways painted white. 
The service would be rendered somewhat as fol- 
lows: The two clergymen and clerk would take 
their respective stations in the strocture; the 
clerk in his pew below, and dressed io his sec- 
ular attire; the clergyman who was to render 
the service standing in the reading-desk above 
the clerk, and attired in white surplice and black 
stole; while high up in the pulpit would be the 
preacher, arrayed in bis black gown. ‘be pray- 
ers would be read by the officiant from one wiog 
of the reading-desk, and the lessons from its 
loftier central portion. For the Ante-Com- 
munion the offciant would descend trom the 
desk, and pass either behind the structure into 
the chancel, if the Holy Table stood there, or 
round in front of the structure and below the 
clerk's pew, if the table stood there. The sing- 
ing Was confined solely to a hymn or a metrical 
psalm. The responses and amens were said by 
the clerk alone, the aongpegumns taking no part. 
One part of the attire of the preacher was black 
thread gloves, with the forefinger of the right 
band slit open for the purpose of facilitating the 
turning over of the leaves of his sermon. 
THE FIBST BADICAL CHANGE 
from ali this—a eam not unaccompanied with 
violevt opposition and the charge of komanism— 
was the poveity, or rather the restoration, of the 
chanting of the Te Deum and of the Oanticles 
after the first and second lessons in Morning avd 
Evening Prayer, instead of the alternate readin 
of them by minister and cierk. Another radica 
change was the rendering of the amens and the 
respopses by the people themselves, and the 
suppression and abolition of the clerk. 
subsequently, about the year 1840, the follow- 
ivg alteration in the arrangement of chancels 
began to prevail, with corresponding changes in 
the rendering of the service. The Holy Table 
was placed in the centre of a shaliow sanctuary 
against its east wall, The pulpit, separated 
from its allies,—the reading-desk and clerk’s 

W.—was removed to one side, where it stood 
just without the cbhancel-rails. Another pulpit- 
like structure, sometimes of the exact pattern 
with the pulpit, except in height, was placed 
correspondingly without the chancel-raiis on the 
other side. in this latter structure the Morning 
and Evening Prayer and Litany were said. 

Some years afterward there was 

STILL ANOTHEB ALTERATION. 
Many churches adopted the plan of a deeper 
chancel] than had been prevailiag. The end of 
the chancel was made apsidail. The altar, in- 
stead of standing back against the wail, was 
brought forward and placed on the apsis, while 
around, behind it, and against the rear wall of 
the chancel, were seats for the clergy. the centre 
seat being for the Bishop. The chaucel-rail was 
removed from beneath the chancel-arch, and 
carried farther in toward the altar, while be- 
tween it and the chancel-arch was placéd on 
each side either a tingle or a double stall with 
Kneélmg-desk for the clergy who said the Morn- 
ihis left 


only the pulpit standing without the sanctuary, 
and led to achavge in rendering the service, 
by its being said by the clergyman with his 
side, instead of his face, to the op. 
Afterward, in churches which adopted this an 
a Litany-stool began to be used. This was placed 
without the chancel, on the same floor wita the 
pews, and atthe head of the ceutre alley. A 
corresponding change in rendéring the service 
in such Churches followed, the Litany no longer 
being said in the place where Morning-Prayer 
was rendered, but at the Litany-stool; and the 
division between Morning-Prayer end Litany be- 
ing marked in some churches by the singing of 
one verse of the 56th hymn, A still farther 
change was subsequently made in chancels and 
their furniture, and the chancels themselves 
were still further deepened, when the custom, 
which some churches have, of rendering their 
music by a boy-choir instead of a quartet, be- 
gan to prevail. The corresponding change in 
the whole aepect of the service was quite marked. 

But it is 

IMPOSSIBLE TO SPECIFY 

all the changes that have gradually come over 
the Episcopal service in the last half-century. 
l'bese will indicate how steadily they have taken 
piace, and how radical they have been. A few 
others, however, may be enumerated. The 
preachers’ gloves have long since vanished. The 
black gown 1s by no means invariably to be seen 
now. ‘The bands are rapidly disappearing. 
Credence-tables or shelves have been intro- 
duced, and the elements have been placed upon 
the altar by the priest before the “ prayer for 
the whole state,” imstead of by the sexton be- 
fore the service. Vestments of the altar are 
often seen, where formerly the aitar was left 
uncovered, except on *“*‘Communion Sundays,” 
Instauces are not infrequent where the color 
of the altar-vestments is changed to cor- 
respond with the different seasons. Nor are 
instances infrequent throughout the land where 
colored stoles, to correspoud with the seasons, 
are adopted. The offeriory and *‘ prayer for the 
whole state ” have been added in many churches 
tw the Ante-Communion service every Sunday ; 
while, in some churches, the people rise when 
the offering of the alms is made, and, ina few 
others, the people rise also at the entrance or 
departing of the clergy. With the introduction 
ofthe boy-choirs the great novelty of Proces- 
sional and Re:trocessional hymns came io, which 
is quite a striking feature of the ser- 
vice im some churches. Other changes, 
too, have occurred in the customs ol 
people. Formerly it was the upiversa! 
use for the people to rise and remain standing 
during the singing of the hymn after the conse- 
cration prayerj® the Communion office. Now it 
is Customary, in some churches, for them to re- 
main kneelifig as an act of adoration to tae Lord 
present in the Eucharist. Formerly it was the 
universal custom for the people to join with the 
celebrant in the Lord’s Prayer at the beginung 
of the Communion office, Nuw it is not up- 
usual, when it is said, for the celebrant to say ic 
alone. In some churches, too, the people do 
not, as formerly, join with the ceiebrant in say- 
ing any part of the Preface. Instead, too, of 
the people msing and departing as soon as the 
Biessing is prouounced, it is customary for them, 
in churches where there is a boy-choir, to re- 
main in their places till after the final Amen 
sounds from the vestry-room. 

When it is considered that 

A REVOLUTION 
has taken place in the form and the arpect of 
the Episcoval chancel since the Tiree Decker 
days, and when the corresponding alterations in 
rendering the service are considered, one may 
imagive the surprise with which the Episcopa- 
han of no longer ago than sixty years would re- 
gard almost anv Episcepal service of to-dav. 
Latterly the HRitualists have been giving a yet 
different expression to the chancel by making 
the altar, through various adjuncts and de- 
vices, the most conspicuous object in the church, 
—adding to it one or more retabies, with a cross, 
vases, and candles thereon, or placing standards 
with many candies at either end. As there are 
stilla few churches with the ** Three-Decker ” yet 
standing,—for iostance lrinity Church, New- 
port,—wihile the other churches throughout the 
laud exbibit, some of them one, and some of 
them another, of the subsequent arrange- 
ments of chancel, it can easily be 
understood tiat it is impossible by 
any one description to depict 
mode in which the Episcopal service is rendered 
to-day. There seems to be no such thing as even 
a settled tradition inthe matter. Scarcely a sip- 
gie custom now prevailing avywhere has tle 
prestige of many years. The form even of the 
stole has changed of late years, it having not 
long since been simply a broad piece of black 
silk worn like ascarf. The use of the surplice 
itself bas varied; formerly, and not mauy years 
since, it was contived to the clergy, while now it 
is worn by iaymen aswell. Its torm also has 
not been secure from innovation; there being 
long surplices open in front, and short surplices 
closed in front, surplices with, and surplices 
without, yoxes. One tbiog, however, has in- 
deed escaped the teuch of chaoge,. namely: the 
Episcopal aitire. But, although the mode of 
rendering the service has thus been constantly 
changing, and is still by no means settled, vet 
there is ove form which will easily be recoguized 
a8 tLe 
MOST COMMON AND WIDELI-PREVAILLNG 

at the present time. 

ihe music 1s rendered by a quartet choir, who 
Sing in a gailery at the west endof the chureb. 


About the time for the beginning of the service | 


@voluntary is played by the orgauist. Lhe 
Rector and bis assistant, each clothed ia surplice 
aud black siole, but without baoas, and gevera!- 
ly without cassuock beneath the surplice, pass 
out of the vestry-room door and encer the clan- 
cel. Each kneeis for silent prayer, tue Rector at 
the north end of the altar, and the arsistant in 
the reading-desk facing the peopie. The assist- 
ant reads the Morning Prayer from the desk, 
giving out the day of the month and the number 
of the psalm. ‘The Venite is sung. ‘ile 
verses Of the. Psalter are read alternate- 
ly by the cleigyman aud the pegple, 
and = afier each psalm the quartet 
elng th@Gloria Patri. The Te Deum after the 
First Lesson, and the Jubilate or Benedictus 
after the Secood Lesson, are sung. At the Creed, 
a lowly reverence is made at the Sacred Name. 
At the close of the prayer for the President, the 
Litany i6 immediately taken up without pause 
or change of place, the people reading the re- 
sponses. At the close of the Litany a selected 
psalm is given out, and the assistant minister 
passes into the chancel, and takes his place, cor- 
responding!y with the Rector, at the south end 
of the ajtar, where, facing north, he kneels for 
silent prayer. After the hymn is sung, the Rec- 
tor begins to read the Ante-Communion 
office; the assistant reads the Epistle and 
the Rector the Gospel, facing the people. 
At the close of the Gospel the notices 
are read, a hymn is given out, and the Kector 
passes into the vestry-room, where he changes his 
surplice for a black gown, procures his sermon, 
passes out into the church, mounts the pulpit, 
and kneels there, facing the people, in silent 
prayer. The sermon follows, almost invariably 
read from a manuscript; at its ciose the Rector 
utters the Ascription of Glory, facing the people 
while he does so. He then kneels, reads a clos- 
ing collect from the pulpit, and, after pronounc- 
ing the Blessing of Peace, kneels again for silent 
prayer. Tne organ begins at once a voluntary, 
during which the people, after a brief silent 
prayer, rise to retire, and the clergymen either 
remain for conversation with some of their pa- 
rishioners, or retire at once to the vestry-room 
to disrove. 


Ritual Lecisiation. 
When the American Prayer-Book was first set 
forth, in 1789, there was 
AN ENTIRE OMISSION 
of the “ Ornaments Rubiic” of the English 
Book, which prescribes the ornaments of the 


church, the arrangement of the chancel, and 
the vestments of the ministry. There had been 
such protracted controversies with the Puritans 
in England about wearing the surplice that it 
was thought pest to strike out all coercive law 
onthe subject. Deacons and priests, indeed, 
are required to be ‘* decently habiced ” at the 
time of their ordination; and Bishops, on 
the occasion of their consecration, are to 
be vested im a “rochet,” with “the 
rest of the Episcopal habit.” But on 
no other occasion oes any law require 
either Bishop, priest, or deacon, to wear any- 
thing beyond ordinary citizen’s dress. Nor ts 
there any prohibition of any particular vestment. 
The surplice and stole have come down by tradi- 
tion, and have been in general use. The black 
gown and bands were twenty-five years ago alike 
common, but have now gone almost entirely ont 
of fashion. In no less than sixteen dioceses 
there are some of the clergy who have adopted 
the alb and chasuble (generally of white linen) ; 
and, in some places, the amice, and girdle, and 
maniple, are added. As there is no law against 
it, it is impossible for those who don’t like 
these ancient vestments to meddle with those 
who do. 
There was no attempt at 
HOSTILE LEGISLATION 

until the General Convention of 1868, sinte the 
first prominent American Ritualistic Church (St. 
Alvan’s, New York) had only been established 
about three years before. e Committee on 
Canons of 1868 discussed the subject through 
many sessions, with a growing divergence of 
views on the part of its members, resulting in 
the presentation of two reports. The majority 
report, in considering the “imtroduction, by 
certain ministers, of vestments, ceremonies, 
practices, and ornaments of churches, not here- 
tofore generally known in the public worship of 
this Church,” was nevertheless in favor of the 
**moderation which hag hitherto guided the 


the | 


counsels of this Church,” and declared thas 
**The enactment of any canoa on the subject 
of ritual would be unwise and imexpedient 

the present time.” The minority was 

compelled to confess that ‘‘There was no 
aosolute directory in the canons or rubrics of 
the Church, specifying all official vestments and 
practices, and ail ecclesiastical ornaments which 
may be fitiy used therein.” But they claim that 
* bere is the indication of great simplicity,” 
and ‘‘ affectionately urged” all to stand by the 
old and accustomed ‘bands, gowns, and sur- 
plices, with their customary appendages, cas- 
socks, and black stoles.” and ‘no strange 
ornaments of the sacred places, conducive to vain 
show or superstition, be introducei.” The mi- 
nority went ou to resolve that *‘The burning 
of lights in the order for the Holy Communion, 
the burning of incense, reverences to the Holy 
Teble or to the elements thereon, the 
elevation of the elements, making the 
sign of the cross (except when pre- 
scribed ia the Rubric) in and durivg Divine 
service or the celebration of the Lord’s Supper, 
are innovations op our mode of conducting pub- 
lo worship, offend against the common order of 
the Church, and wound the consciences of 
many,” ete.

lu 1871, a much more determined attempt was 
made.

‘They proposed to forbid eleven 
things, from incense down to the washing of the 
priest's hands, or the ablution of the vessels in 
the presence of the congregation ; besides pro- 
viding that cassocks and seurplices shal! reach 
“down tothe ankles.” This rt was not 
seriously considered by the Joint Committee to 
whom it was referred.

islation, general or diocesan, of this Church,” 
should be the chief rule of riual. Af- 
ter tive days’ debate, the vote  be- 
ing taken at midnight, im the midst of 
& pouring rain, the proposed canon was defeated, 
lacking one clerical vote of @ majority. ‘The 
next day (the last of the session) the Bishops 
seut down # canon against Lucnaristic adoration, 
which was defeated in the Lower House by three 
votes. The Keformed Egiscopa! Church move- 
ment has since then filled many Churchmen with 
appiebeusion lest Virginia aud Ohio, and Low- 
Church parishes in other States, should raliy 
round the staudard of Bishop Cummins on the 
ground that ‘*‘ the whole Church in America was 
drifting over to the Rituahets.” The great ma- 
jority, therefore, came together determined to 
do something that would prove that they had no 
sympathy with Ritualism. Dr. Seymour's con- 
tirmation bore the brunt of the storm. . He was 
accused of being a Ritualist, and that caused his 
rejecuon. The canon on ritual was passed by 
such an overwhelming vote that any further ac- 
ceseions to the Reformed Episcopal Church may 
be set down a8 hopeless. 

THE CANON ADOFIED BY THE

The following is the compromise canon on 
Ritualism adopted almost unauimously by the 
Conveution ou Saturday: 

If any Bishop have reason to believe, or if complaint 
be made to him in writing by two or more of his Pres- 
byters, that within bis jurisdiction cereaionies or prac- 
tices not ordained or authorized in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, setting forth or symbolizing erroneous or 
doubtful doctrines, bave been imtroduced by any min- 
ister during the ce.ebration of the holy communica 
suce as (he elevation of the elements in the haly con- 
munion ip such # manner as to expose them to the 
view of the people as objects toward which adoration 
is to be made; any act of adoration of or toward the 
elements in the holy commugion, such as bowings, 
prostrations, genufiexions, and ail other like acts not 
authorized or allowed im the Book of Common Prayer), 
itshail be the duty of such Bishop to summon the 
Standing Committee as his counsel of advice, and with 
them to investigate the matter, 

If, after such investigation, it shall appear to the

. Bishop and the Standing Committee that ceremonies or 


practices not ordained or authorized as aforesaid are 
setting forth or symbolizing erroneous or doeubiiul 
doctrines, it shall be the duty of the Bishop, by instru- 
mentof writing under his hand, to admonish the 
minister of the parish to discontinue such practices or 
ceremonies; and if the minister shall disregard such 
admonition it shall be the duty of the Standing Com- 
mittee to cause him to be tried fora breach of his or- 
dimation vow; provided tuat nothing herein contain- 
ed shall prevent the presentment, trial, and pumaish- 
ment of any minister under the provisions of See, 1, 
of Canon 2, Title 2, of the Digest. 

In all investigationg unter the provisions of this 
canon, the minister whose acts or practicés are the 
subject matter under investigation shall be notilied 
aud bave opportunity to be Beard in his defense, The 
charges preterred and tbe finding of the Bishop and 
-he Standing Coiamittee shall be in writing, aud a ree- 
ord shall be kept of the proceedings im the case,

The English Church-Congress. 

The fourneenth annual meeting of the Crrurch 
of England Cougress was beld at Brighton, Oct. 
6-8. The attendance far exceeded that of any 
previous Congress; 5,000 full members’ tickets 
were sold, besides 1,000 mote admitting the hold- 
ers to special services. In order to accommo- 
date so large a company the Congress met in two 
buildings. The principal meetings were held in 
the ** Dome of the Pavilion,” one of the largest 
assembly rooms in Englaud, and capabie of hoid- 
ing 4,000 persons. The Corn Exchange Building 
was used for discussions of less general interest. 
After religious services ou the morning of Oct. 6, 
the Congress 

WAS FORMALLY OPENED 


in the afternoon in the “Dome” by the Presi- | 


dent, the Bishop of Chichester. In the course 
of bis inaugural! address the Bishop referred to, 
and denied, the charge that in the arrangements 
for the session one party in the Church had been 
favored more than others. 

Directly after this address the first topic, 
“ The Old Catholic Movement on the Continent 
of Europe,” was taken up. The speakers were 
the Bishop of Winchester, who made the only al- 
lusion to the Bonn Conference: Prof. Mavor, 
and the Kev. Mr. MacColl, who said that its chief 
danger was the legislation of Bismarck.—an 
opioion, he declared, neld by Dollinger and Dean 

owson. The Bishop of Melbourne then arose 
to protest against some of the propositions 
agreed upon at the Bonn conference. He in- 
stanced those on “ Confession,” on the “ Com- 
memoration of the Faithful Dead,” on the “ Eu- 
charist,” and especially the one on “ Tradition.” 
His remarks were 

RECEIVED WITH CHEERS. 

Cheers from the other party greeted Dr. Lit- 
tiedale, who defended “Tradition” on the 
ground that it was nothing more than simple 
historical testimony. The evening meeting was 
devoted to the discussion of “ Home Missions.” 
At the Corn Exchange, a meeting presided over 
by Mr. Berestord Hope, M. P., Ticsuteed “ The 
Management and Training of Parochial Choirs.” 
The morning of Oct. 7 was devoted to "* Foreign 
Missions.” The subject was divided into Modern 
Judaism, Mobammedanism, and other Oriental 
systems of religion. ‘The speakers were the 
Karl of Chichester, Bishop Steere, Bishop 
Claughton, Dr. Barclay, Pretendary Churten, 
and others. The interest of the occasion was 
heightened by the presence of the Patriarch of 
Syria, and the Syrian Bishop of Jerusalem, 
whom the President welcomed in the name of 
the Congress. A greeting was also received by 
cable from the Episcopal Convention sitting in 
New York, to which a suitable reply was made.

The topic was ** The Convocations of the Church 
of Engiand.” Lora Alwyne Compton suggested 
the union of the two Convocations, an increase of 
the number of members elected, and the 
meeting at the same time, as an adjunct to the 
Convention, of a body of laymen to consider 
the same subjects. Canon Trevor advocated the 
admission of the laity to the Convocation. 
Canon Perry defended the Convoeatiun of Can- 
terbury, and stated what good it had done. The 
excitement, which had been increasing with each 
speech, culminated when Col. Barttelot declared 
that, in the revision of the rubrics, the Oanter- 
bury Convocation would have the opportunity of 
showing whether it was to be trusted. This revis- 
ion, he said,“ must be done on the prinei of the 
Reformation.”

In the discussion which fol- 
lowed these papers Dr, Hayman attributed a 
large part of the spread of modern skepticism 
in England to the teachings of his predecessor 
at Rugby, Dr. Thomas Arnold. This statement 
was denied by the Rev. O. Wright, and created 
much feeling. The topics at the Oorn 
change were “Church Finances” in the 
morning and “The Duty of the Church 
Toward Her Younger Members” in the af- 
ternoon. ‘ihe chiet feature of the latter dis- 
cussion was the frequent admission that the 
drama, if purified, would be an innocent and 
legiumate amusement. 

& WORKINGMEN’S MEETING 
has become a part of the reguiar programme of 
the Church Congress, but was especially fitting 
in Brighton, where Frederick W. Kobesteon had 
done so much to recoacile workingmen to the 
Established Church. The meeting wae aiso an 
iliustrauon of the class distinctious of English 
society. On the evening appointed for them the 
workapgmen filled ** the area of the Dome to its 
outers circumference.” The papers report that 
‘*the real article was there.” The woraipgmen 
treated the speakers in the most respectful man- 
ner. Cavon Miller reproving them for their non- 
chureb-going habit, *‘ Whose fault is it?” called 
a voice from the crowd. ‘“ That’s exactly what 
I waut to consider,” said the Canon; ‘* but my 
experieuce is, that in most quarrels there are 
faults on both sides.” “We've got no seats,” 
cried another. ‘*‘Come to Greenwich,” replied 
the speaker, ‘* and 1’il seat you.” The sishop of 
Maachester, who is a very popular speaker, ad- 
dressed them on impure literature. His asser- 
tion, however, that the clergy of the Church had 
dooe more than all others tor the education of 
the people was received with a shout of dissent. 
The meeting was addressed by several otber 
speakers, and was one of the most remarkable of 
the Congress. 

The moruing of Friday, the last day of Con- 
gress, was devoted to the discussion of the 
‘Christian Life; its Helps and Hinderances.” 
Both the Dome and Corn Exchange were filled 
with auditors. In the afternoon Dr. Delany 
discussed the *‘ Influence of Social and Sauitary 
Conditions or Religion ;” and ** The Education of 
Women” was handied by the Rev. OC. Bigg, 
Priverpal of Brighton College, Prof. Plamptree, 
and others. The final meeting was given up to 
a discussion of church music, by Dr, Stainer, the 
organist of St. Paul’s Cathedral, with choir 
itlhustrations. This entertainment was enjoyed 
very much. At its close the Congress broke up.

OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED.

TWO FARES AND ONE RIDE ON THE ERIE. 
Most railways are content with one fare ; bat 
by denying to passengers a “ lay-over” ticket, 
if for any reason in passing over that long line 
they wish to lay over more than once, the Erie 
Company manage to exact two fares, For 
instance: A ponmngee buys his ticket in New 
York for Chicago. e has friends in two or 
three places whom he wishes to visit, say some 
balf way between Port Jervis and Susquehan- 
nah, and others at Binghamton. In the first 
instance, he must pay bis fare the second time 
for the part of the road he rides over 
west of Port Jervis, and retain his through 
ticket, or he will lose his right to 
ride to Buffalo or the Falls. west of Binghamton. 

It is true 
that Jim Fisk and Jay Gould stole the receipts 
of the road for years ; issued bonds for more 
than the road was worth and then stole them as 
well; bat this is no reason why its present 
managers should systematically exact from 
the publie two fares under such circumsiaaces.

CornRrzsucn Hovsg, Prriocury, Oct. 12, 1874. 
Deak Sire: Your letter has been sent on to me, and 
I have only time to acknowledge the receipt of it. 
Your opponent must be a man profoundly ignorant 
or strangely perverse, or he would have a different 
opinion of the effects of free trade in corn. He per- 
haps does not know that last year 12,000,0u0 of 
quarters of wheat were imported, worth in this mar- 
ket last year ve | forty millions sterling ; and that 
great quantities other grain were aiso imported ; 
that not less than 500,000 tons of potatoes, with great 
quantities of cattle and meat and cheese and butter, 
were imported ; that, in fact, £80,000,000 in value were 
imported, nearly all of which it was the object of the 
Corn law and other protective laws to exclude from 
the country. More than half the workingmen of En-

The Secretary read a report 
from the Burr Mission, which stated that during

THE MATRON’S REPORT

ber of inmates enrolled was 214, of which 152 
were adults and 62 children. Dismissed 
the past month: Adults, 156; children, 74; 
total, 230. Cash donations, $109.75. The Presi- 
dent reported as a financial account, the follow- 
ing : House expense account, balance on hand 
Oct. 1, $2,289.51: donations, cash, $952.42; 
board of teachers, $50 ; rent for the two 
ing months, $731.25: balance on hand Nov. 1, 
$3,155.58 ; balance on hand Nov. 1 for house 
and school expenses, $743.48 ; balance on hand 
Nov. 1 for home mission expenses, $910.94 ; cash 
on hand Nov. 1, $4,768. 

The President then presented a eommunication 
to the Home in reference to 

REBUILDING 
the stores 169 and 177 Randolph street, destroyed 
by fire in October, 1871. The cost of such re- 
building as set forth is $54,756.01. The 
Burr Mission owes one-fourth of the 
interest, and will be chargeable with 
one-fourth of the cost.

ALLEGED CRUELTY. 

The Committee appointed to investigate cer- 
tain charges of alleged cruelty on the part of the 
Matron, submitted the following: 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the resigna, 
tions of Mrs. B. C. Miller and Miss Mary Thomas as 
members of this Board, and the rumors of severity in 
the government of the Home, noticed in THgz CuIcaGo 
Tripune of Aug. 5, and referred to in said resiguationa, 
beg leave to report: 

That they have availed themselves of every source of 
information within reach, and have made a pstient, 
thorough, and exhaustive inquiry into the rumors men- 
tioned,and find that, during the administration of 
Mrs. Grant, a period of eight years, only three or four 
instances are ever alleged to have occurred worthy of 
criticism; and that neither of these have resulted in 
any injury to the person. 

One of the evils of a rumor of cruelty at the Home 
is hkely to be the swift conclusion by its friends that 
any person repeating it must, of necessity, be an 
enemy. This by no means follows, and should not be 
assumned, That such rumors should have been put 
afloat should not excite our wonder, when it iacon- 
sidered that an idea is entertained by some minds that 
corporeal punishment, to any extent, in enforcing 
good order, is wrong; and, of course, any infliction of 
bodily pain, however slight, is cruelty. To affirm this, 
and that effectual control over the inmates of the 
Home can be maintained by moral suasion alone, con- 
tradicts all our experience. 

That Mrs, Grant should have succeeded for these 
long years in the control of the hundreds of persons 
of different ages, different antecedents, different dis- 
positions, of much or littl moral cultivation, pre- 
senting such widely different intellectual character- 
istics, 1 matter of sincere congratulation, . 

That she has thus maintained such perfect order in 
the institution, with the almost universal approval 
and grateful acknowledgment of the inmates them- 
selves, ts so well known and admitted that we point to 
it as fully justifying confidence in her adn:inistration. 

While we do not claim for Mrs, Grant exemption 
from all error or mistake, we do most confidently and 
gratefully affirm that she possesses qualifications for 
the government and genera] management of the Home 
equalled by few and, as far as we know, surpassed by 
none. Under this administration we can point to 
instances when that firmness of pu that seeks 
but the inmates’ good, has at first been most unwel- 
come; but subsequently acknowledged to have been 
salvation from ruin, 

Appreciating the right and duty of the friends of 
the Home to give the LDoard the benefit of all just and 
kindly criticiem, and soliciting the continued favor 
and countenance of the benevolent, who have so 
generously aided heretofore, the Board pledge their 
best efforts to render this noble charity an assured 
success, 

While your Committee would have greatly preferred 
that the resignations of Mrs, B.C. Miller and Miss 
Mary Thomas had not been presented, yet,recognizing 
their right to withdraw from this Board at any time 
they choose, they recommend that their resignations 
be aecepted; and for such aid as they have been able 
to render to the Home, they have the thanks of the 
Board.

THE CITY-HALL. 

The Mayor and several of bis most intimate 
friends remained around the City-Hall all ysz- 
terday morning anxiously awaiting the returos. 
The Mayor especially interested himself in the 
Aldermanic elections, and at every new an- 
nouncement he would coumt over the whole 
number to ascertain the prospects of a Republic- 
an majority in the Council. 

Ald. Woodman, Moore, Quirk, Clark, and 
Warren have signed a call for a special meeting 
of the Council for Friday evening next at 8 
o'clock. The purport of the cali is to recerve 
committee reports and to consder unfinished 
business. 

The prevailing opinion of the Law Depart- 
ment, although @ has not been definitely ex- 
pressed, is that the petitions for the reorganiza- 
tion of the City Government under the General 
Incorporation act were not properly presented, 
—in fact they were only presented to the Mayor 
and the City Clerk, instead of to the Common 
Council. On the other hand, the Citizens’ 
Association claim tliat they acted on 
the moss prominent legal counsel that they 
could procure. They and their counsel strongly 
maintain that the receipt which was signed by 
the Mayor and Mr. Moody was worged in such 
a manner as to leave no doubt as to 
their intentions to present it to the Coun- 
ci, At any rate the Association holds 
the receipts for the petitions, and the signers of 
that receipt are in @uty bound to deliver up the 
petitions on request of the parties who left 
them; consequently, if there is now any doubt 
about the legality of the presentation, the 
Association may at any time demand the 
petitions and proceed to make a proper 
presentation. Another question raised was, 
whether or not the election of iast Tuesday was 
a municipal one. The law calls fora “ petition 
signed by one-eighth of the whole number of 
voters at the last municipal election.” If, then, 
the last election i decided to be a municipal 
election, the petition is null and void. It is very 
improbable, however, that anything can be found 
in the statutes which will confirm the last eljec- 
tion as a municipal one, and, consequentiy, the 
petition will have a hearing in the Council.

An Eighty-Ton Gun. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

It may not be generally known tbat the prin- 
ciple upon which all gur guns are now made is 
that discovered by Col. Fraser, Briefly, it con- 
sists of a series of chils, welded together in such 
a way that the grain of the iron is best opposed 
to the explosive f of the powder, and ep- 
circliug a steel tube, the interior of which is 
rified. A long Dar of iron—say of 8 inches square 
—previously prepared, is slowly drawn from a 
furnace, to a length of about 300 feet, and 
wound into a doubie coil in the form of a cylin- 
der. This is again heated, and placed beneath a 
steam hammer, where itis welded together by 
tremendous blows, which so effectually do their 
work that acylinder,capable of bearing the great- 
est possible strain is formed 
paratively trifling expense. 
these coils bemg made, y 
placed in order upon a long stecl tube which bas 
been made in Sheffield, and the weapon is finally 
turned out at an auerege cost of about £60 a ton, 
as against nearly 4150 at Krupp’s factory in 
Essex. Upon this principie, then, it is resolved 
to construct an 80-ton gun, which should be able 
to pierce 20 inches of iron ata distance of a 
thousand yards, with a shot of 1,690 pounds in 
weight, and by the aid of 300 pounds of powder. 
The length of this magnificent piece of artillery 
was fixed at 27 feet, its diameter at the trunnion 
6 feet, and at the muzzle 16 inches, inside 
measurement. It was calculated that such a gun 
would be able to deliver its mischief-workin 
missile at a distance of neariy 10 miles, an 
that it would, at the same time. be easily 
placed im the turret of a war-ship or the 
embrasure of a battery, and worked quickly and 
without difficulty. Of coursethere were many 
difficulties in the way of the construction of such 
aweapon. No steam hammer such as that which 
Krupp possesses at Essen was to be found in 
England ; no forges were built large enough for 
wae a tremendous ‘“‘heat”; no cranes were in 
—— to hoist sucha weight. But all these

IN ALABAMA. 

Alabama Correspondence of the New York Tribune. 

The Grand Jury of the City Court of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., found several mdictments against 
two men caught in the act of robbing a house. 
Two of these indictmeuts were for burglary and 
for burglary and larceny. They were first tried 
for burglary and convicted. The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court on the ground that 
the crime described in the indictment was known 
to the laws of Alabama as grand larceny and not 
burglary, and that the men ought, therefore, to 
have been acquitted of the latter crime. The 
Court sustained this plea. The men were then 
taken to the court below, and tried on the sec- 
ond indictment for burglary aod grand larceny. 
This time they were convicted of the former but 
not of the latter. The case went to the Supreme 
Court again on the plea that the men, having 
once been acquitted of burglary, could not again 
be tried for that crime, and the last verdict was, 
therefore, void. This position was sustained by 
the Supreme Court, and the men, baving been 
acquitted of both crimes, were discharged, 4l- 
though they had really been convicted of both. 

IN CANADA. 

Some very amusing scenes took place recently 
in the triai of a dog-stealer in Lower Canad 
before a Justice of the Peace. The defendant 
was an old man of some 60 years, decently 
dressed, with snow-white hair and beard, and a 
most wonderful ‘‘cheek.” At the hotel at St. 
Armand’s, before the trial, he took his seat at 
the table beside the owner of the dog, and a 
stranger would have thought them intimate 
friends, for they fraternized in the most social 
way, conversing familiarly, and, of the two, the 
culprit seemed the most unconcerned. The room 
was cleared aiter the dinner, and the trial took 
place at the same table,—the ‘‘squire” being 
seated at the nead, and the defendant i 
his own case, conversing familiarly with the 
Squire, and interrupting the witness; while the 
“points” were taken up and discussed col- 
loquially by all present. The loser of the dog 
said: “If you had taken my best cow, I would 
not have cared half so much as for that dog ;” 
which sentiment was echoed by many of his 
hearers. On his being sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment, the prisoner thanked the Court, 
and invited the whole crowd to “liquor up” at 
his expense in the adjoining bar-room, where he 
might bave been seen for an hour, the life of 
the party. He then drove off to jail, bowing 
like some distinguished personage, and kissing 
his hand to the ladies on the hotel-piazza as he 
passed.

Figaro’s reporter always saw at the Paris exe- 
cotions an old man dressed in black, of distin- 
guished appeara and who always took an in- 
tense interest in the details, and was on fa- 
miliar terms with all the functionaries, For a 
long while the reporter was mystitied, and finally 
resorted to an interview.
